HURRICANE  DAMAGE  IS 

LIMITED  TO  LOST  TREES 


Governor  Dummer  escaped  serious  damage 
during  Hurricanes  Carol  and  Edna;  the  chief 
damage  was  the  loss  of  several  fine  trees 
which  had  long  been  landmarks.  Alumni  will 
particularlv  miss  two  ancient  pines  which 
stood  beside  the  drivewav  to  Parsons  School- 
house.  Both  had  been  weakened  by  interior 
decay  which  had  destroyed  much  of  the  heart- 
wood.  The  decay  also  made  an  accurate 
estimate  of  the  age  of  these  trees  impossible. 
but  the  remaining  growth  rings  indicated  an 
age  of  well  over  one  hundred  veai>. 

A  number  of  elm  trees  were  also  broken 
or  uprooted  near  the  Phillips  Building  as 
well  as  several  on  the  Mansion  House  lawn. 
Most  of  the  stumps  and  debris  had  been  re- 
moved by  the  opening  of  school,  but  the 
unaccustomed  open  spaces  caused  consider- 
able comment  on  registration  dav. 


The  sixty  seniors  who  marched  around 
the  Milestone  last  June  have  now  scattered 
to  tw  entv-three  colleges.  Two  of  the  class  have 
entered  militarv  service  and  one  is  in  busi- 
ness; all  the  rest  are  now  in   college.

MORE  POWERFUL  VOCABULARY 

IS  AIM  OF  NEW  COURSES 


In  past  years  most  of  the  efforts  to  improve 
a  student's  vocabulary  have  been  made  during 
his  junior  and  senior  years  in  preparatory 
school.  This  year  the  English  Department  at 
Governor  Dummer  has  added  two  courses 
for  underclassmen,  which  will  begin  vocabu- 
lary building  at  an  earlier  age. 

The  course  for  those  taking  English  1  is 
called  Language  Study.  It  is  a  full  college 
credit  course  taught  by  Mr.  Mercer  and  Mr. 
Coolidge.  This  course,  which  uses  the  diction- 
ary as  its  main  text,  aims  to  improve  the 
freshman's  spelling,  writing,  and  reading,  as 
well  as  his  vocabulary. 

For  those  taking  English  2,  Vocabulary 
Building  is  a  half-unit  course  taught  by  Mr. 
Kerr,  Mr.  Williams,  and  Mr.  Witherspoon. 
It  requires  outside  homework  only  on  week- 
ends. 

Mr.  Mercer,  head  of  the  English  Depart- 
ment, says  of   the  new   courses,   "As   well   as 


the  other  advantages,  these  courses  will  give 
valuable  experience  in  using  the  dictionary, 
whereas  many  students  have  had  little  or 
none  of  this  type  of  work."

Long  an  ardent  antiquarian,  Mr.  Phillips 
used  his  retirement  to  press  his  research  into 
the  history  of  Essex  County,  spending  many 
hours  in  the  library  of  the  Essex  Institute 
in  which  he  was  greatly  interested.  Among 
his  many  books  are  Richard  Derby,  Mer- 
chant; Salem  in  the  17th  Century;  Salem  in 
the  18th  Century;  East  India  Voyages — Salem, 
Vessels  before  1800:  Salem  and  the  Indies; 
Pepper  and  Pirates.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  working  on  a  history  of  the  Academy. 

Mrs.  Phillips,  the  former  Nannie  J.  Bor- 
den, survives  her  husband.  Until  she  suffered 
a  broken  hip  two  years  ago,  she  always  ac- 
companied Mr.  Phillips  on  his  visits  to  the 
Academy  and  was  equally  interested  in  it. 

Mr.  Phillips'  funeral  was  held  on  Friday, 
October  22,  in  the  Cobb  Room  of  the  James 
Duncan  Phillips  Building,  named  in  his 
honor.  Interment  was  in  Harmony  Grove  in 
Salem.

With  the  death  of  Mr.  James  Duncan 
Phillips  at  Topsfield  on  Tuesday,  October  19, 
Governor  Dummer  Academy  lost  a  valued 
friend  and  patron,  a  loyal  and  conscientious 
trustee,  a  generous  contributor  to  every  proj- 
ect for  improving  the  school. 

Mr.  Phillips  has  been  a  Trustee  of  the 
Academy  since  1924.  He  was  on  the  com- 
mittee who  brought  Edward  W.  Eames  to 
the  Academy  to  succeed  Headmaster  Charles 
S.  Ingham  in  1930.  Since  the  death  of  Judge, 
The  Honorable  Alden  P.  White  in  1935,  Mr. 
Phillips  has  been  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  has  annually  awarded  the  diplo- 
mas on  Commencement  Day.  Many  a  graduate 
remembers  Mr.  Phillips'  booming  announce- 
ment after  the  last  diploma  has  been  handed 
out,  "and  I  certify  that  these  diplomas  have 
been  sealed  with  the  seal  made  for  the  Acade- 
my by  Paul   Revere". 

Mr.  Phillips  was  born  in  San  Francisco  in 
1876,  and  was  graduated  from  the  Salem 
High  School  and  from  Harvard  College 
maena  cum  laude  in  1897.

J.V.'s  AND  LIGHTNINGS  USED 

AGAINST  PORTSMOUTH  TEAM 


LAST-MINUTE  PASS  FAILS  TO 

BEAT  MOSES  BROWN  ELEVEN 


On  Thursday,  October  7.  the  Governor 
Dummer  C  Squad  played  host  to  the  J.V.  foot- 
ball team  from  Portsmouth  High.  The  Gov- 
ernors greatly  outweighed  their  opponents, 
quickly  marched  to  two  touchdowns,  and  led 
13-0  at  the  end  of  the  first  quarter.

The  Governors'  second  encounter,  and  first 
home  game,  took  place  on  October  9,  when 
they  took  on  Moses  Brown  in  the  rain- 
drenched  Byfield  Bowl  and  dropped  a  7-0 
decision.
